ART’s “Choosing Peace” public awareness campaign, which 

featured the Quilt of Tears in advertising, film and BART sta- 

tion displays, has received the Grand Prize in the American 
Public Transit Association's annual “Ad Wheel” competition. 

Last winter when BART joined with the Gateway Project and 
Chevron to bring the Quilt of Tears to the Bay Area, sponsors 
believed its poignant message of non-violence as seen through 
artists' eyes would ring true to its audience. Created by survivors of 
victims of crime, the brightly colored quilt serves as a reminder that 
peace should reign over violence. The project has been displayed 
around the nation at schools, churches and at violence prevention 
conferences. 

The anti-violence campaign earlier this year received First Place 
in Ad Wheel's Public Advocacy and Awareness category, and a Merit 
Award for public advocacy from the Metropolitan Transportation 
Commission. 

“This is the first time we've won the Grand Prize,” says Jim 
McGrath of BART Marketing. The competition judges marketing 
campaigns among transit agencies in the United States and Canada. 
The award was presented to BART General Manager Richard A. 
White during APTA’s national convention held in early October in 
San Antonio. 

Three panels of Quilt were displayed from last December 
through June at the Richmond, Powell Street, Coliseum, Concord 
and Del Norte stations. Beyond the public display, the project 
involved a film, television public service announcements, billboard

tion on The Gateway Project. Gateway is a program of 
Bay Area community resources and the YMCA of the Easy 
Bay, and operates in Richmond. 

Corporate support came from Chevron, along with 
American Zoetrope Films, Patrick Media Group and 
Landmark Theaters. Zoetrope produced a film on the 
Quilt of Tears for public viewing at 38 Landmark 
Theaters in the Bay Area. Zoetrope was also able to 
encourage equipment and service donations from various 
film production vendors. From the film, Zoetrope pro- 
duced a 30-second public service announcement, which 
aired on all Bay Area television stations. Quilt segments 
were reproduced in BART car card displays and billboard 
advertising. 

BART marketing staff received many calls from the 
public inquiring about the Quilt, says Jim. “Three grand- 
mothers who lost grandchildren to violent crime wanted 
to make their own panels for the quilt,” he recalls. “They 
said, ‘I want my baby up there.” Jim referred callers like 
these to the Gateway Project.

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New Schedule Paves 
Way For Extensions

A new systemwide train schedule went into effect Monday, 66 Peo p | e- M overs 3) 
Is Still The One 


October 16, which increased the number of peak period 
trains to 50. 

This higher capacity will help BART staff prepare for extending 
service this Winter to the North Concord/Martinez station, which 
will open for revenue service December 16. The Dublin/Pleasanton 
and Colma stations will follow with a date to be announced. 

To successfully merge the new stations into BART's core system, 
we have put this new schedule in place. This allows staff to correct 
any problems before new service begins. The end result will be more 
trains, more seats for passengers, and operating a little closer 
together. 

These will be the first extensions to BART since the 71.5-mile rail 
transit system opened on September 11, 1972, and the first stations 
to go on line since the Embarcadero Station in San Francisco 
opened May 27, 1976. 

Besides increasing Tube service frequency and adding new peak 
period trains, the new schedule slightly revises direct Concord-to- 
South Hayward service, and includes timed transfers for Saturday 
trains. b
